The Passover being ended and Judas 
having gone out to clo his devilish 
work, our Lord took bread, blessed, 
brake and gave to the disciples and 
said, “Take. eht; this Is My body” 
Then H e took the cup and gave thanks 
and gave it to them , saying, “D rink ye 
all of it, for this is My blood of the 
New' Testam ent, which is shed for 
m any for the remission of sins.” Then 
n e added a word about not drinking 
it henceforth till the kingdom comes 
(verses 20 29). 
Paul in Ills statem ent 
of this says th at Jesus added both in 
reference to the bread and the wino, 
“This do In rem em brance of Me,” and 
he added, “ For as often as ye eat this 
broad and drink this cup ye do show 
the Lord s death till He come” (I Cor. 
xi, 23-26). 
I hose who teach th at Ile 
gave them His actual body and blood 
to eat and drink should explain how 
this could be while H e sat there am ong 
them . 
Hat her let us accept His own 
explanation in John vi. 47, 54, th at 
eating His flesh and drinking H is blood 
is ju st believing in Him, for everlast­ 
ing life is the result in each case, and 
there are not tw o w ays of obtaining 
this life. 
W hat we oat we receive into 
us and assim ilate it, and it becomes 
p art of our body. As we eat n is words, 
which are spirit and life, we eat H im ­ 
self, aud Ile dw ells in us (John vi, 63;

W e cannot begin to consider in so 
brief a lesson all the words and events 
of th a t evening, but betw een verses 29 
and 30 of our lesson we m ust think of 
the whole of John xiv and w ith verse 
31 of th a t chapter com pare verse 30 of 
our lesson, rem em bering th a t John xiv 
is preceded by P eter’s assurance of 
readiness to die w ith Jesus.

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If the egg buyers of the State are 
able to carry out plans laid by Stan­ 
ley Wyckoff of Indianapolis and Prof. 
Phillips of the poultry husbandry de­ 
partment of Purdue university, the 
farmer who sells bad eggs will be 
compelled to stand the loss of all such 
eggs discovered. 
In 
a 
conference 
held at Indianapolis it was decided 
that a meeting of all the egg buyers 
of the State should be called for the 
second week in November, when res­ 
olutions will be presented providing 
for purchasing eggs by the “ loss off” 
method, which provides that the pro­ 
ducer shall lose all bad eggs offered. 
Under the present plan, 
the 
buyer 
suffers the loss. 
The prosposed new plan is expected 
to appeal to the farmers and farmers’ 
wives of the State who present only 
good eggs for sale. According to Mr. 
j Wyckoff, who is a buyer, the price <5f 
j eggs is usually fixed by the buyer so 
| that he can afford to lose two eggs in 
every dozen, the average percentage 
nf had eggs found in crate shipments. 
I Consequently the farmer who offers 
only good eggs for sale is compelled 
to accept the price 
for "which 
his 
neighbor, who includes bad eggs in his 
>ales, causes to be fixed. 


II. E. Barnard, State 
food 
and 
drug comissioner is interested in the 
movement because of the relation of 
the egg to the food supply of the 
State and will take part in the con­ 
ference. There are 500 egg buyers in 
the State, all of whom will he asked 
to attend the conference.

physical burden of mahing good roads. 
It is said a perm anent read cannot be 
constructed for less than $1,000 to $10,- 
000 a mile, which is looked upon as too 
much of a tax burden for the property 
directly affected to bear. 
In some 
states there 
graduated vehicle tax 
levied to furnish state funds for road 
building. 
Many other plans are used 
effectively. 
The National Good Roads conven­ 
tion. which will meet in Indianapolis 
under the auspices of the National 
Road Builders’ association Dec. 6 to 9 . 
picks each year a meeting place in a 
state that needs good roads 
Thijs 
year they chose Indiana and Indianap­ 
olis. 
The last day of the convention 
will be known as Indiana day. 
Road 
builders and all persons interested in 
road building in Indiana will be invited 
to attend the convention, particularly 
qn that day.

throughout the country, highway com

road question. 
Together they will thresh out the 
question of good roads in Indiana.
